“Mr. President and gentlemen of the 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation: I esteem it a very unusual 
pleasure to be your guest and to meet 
you. Men who are sometimes under 
the necessity of engaging in a fight 
fing pleasure in meeting a body of 
fighters; in making the acquaintance 
of men whose control of industria! af- 
fairs in their own State has attracted 
the attention of the entire nation,,and 
who have supplied to this country one 
of those marvelous contrasts that go 
so far to teach by example the value 
of tndustrial organization. Yourselves 
situated at one extremity of the State, 
and another great city toward the 
northern end, have offered to the peo- 
ple of the United States a most? re- 
markable contrast in industrial meth- 
ods and industrial results.

“There is a Aifference, and a marked 
one, that causes us to center Our at- 
tention more upon the activities of the 
organization @ labor than upon the 


“We have founded and strongly- 
grounded and éxpressed opinions on the 
subject of organized caplial; we have 
witnessed the growth of public ——. 
upon that subject at every stage, an 
every kind of public prosecution has 
sustained the arm of the law that at- 
to pupish offending corpora- 

ons. 

“We have yet#to see that the law can 
reach or punish organizations of labor 
except in some exceptional cases where 
they offend im the same large scale 
against the same law. 

“The organization of capital by its 
very nature is a creature of the law 
from which it springs as Adam sprang 
from the dust of Eden, and the very 
law that gives it life can will it death. 
The very law that is ite maker is like- 
wise its judge. Its material posses- 
sions, its very clumsiness of move- 
ment, its assets, necessary, physical 
and material; its directorate, its in- 
dividual stockholders—all the posses- 
sions that give it corporate shape and 
strength make it amenable to pur- 
suit and capture by Federal law. 

UNIONS NOT RESPONSIBLE. 

“But the organizations of labor have 
gathered like an army, scattered like 
a mob: they gather like a storm and 
disperse like its raindrops; they are 
no more responsible for their acts in 
the vast majority of cases than the 
lightning stroke that leaves _destruc- 
tion in its train. There is bul one tri- 
bunal to which you can appea) to regu- 
late and correct the damnation and 
abuse of organized power upon the 


/part of voluntary associations ame- 
liable to law only through the individ- 


vals that compose them, and that is 
an aroused and determined. and 
well-founded and fair but a firm public 
opinion.
